WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Farmers and war workers will be 


allowed necessary gasoline to meet 
their needs, Rubber Administrator 
William M, Jeffers told Senate in- 
vestigators today in repeating that 
immediate nationwide rationing 
was “an absolute necessity.”

“I suggested to Mr. Eastman that 
farmers and stockmen generally 
have a‘ very necessary use for 
trucks, and that pending ironing 
out of local difficulties they should 
be given to understand that they 
are to continue. their normal Op- 
erations until such time as their 
individual needs are » determined.”

the last trace of their sovereignty 
was obliterated, the last spot of 
unoccupied homeland seized and 
the whole country turned over to 
Nazi military rule. 

And the indications from both 
sides were that they fought to the 
end of their limited power. 


French Resist for Hours. 


The Germans acknowledged offi- 
cially that it took them hours to 
wrest firm control of the port. 
Their report that “the demobiliza- 
tion of disintegrated French for- 
mations is under way and will 
have been completed shortly” in- 
dicated that the final remnants of 
the smashed French forces still 
had not been subdued. 

The Vichy radio said the French 
had blown up their coastal bat- 
teries at Toulon after Nazi bomb- 
ers had dropped explosive bombs 
on the harbor’s fortifications and 
Nazi armored columns had reached 
the main harbor. The Navy ar- 
senal, munition dumps and oil 
tanks were reported also to have 
been blown up. 

With German bombers overhead, 
it said, French anti-aircraft bat- 
teries opened fire trying to protect 
some ships attempting to leave 
their moorings. 


French Forces Demobilized. 

The German communique frank- 
ly attributed the new move in 
France, jointly ordered by Hitler 
himself and Premier Mussolini of 
Italy, to fear of the growing Al- 
lied might in North Africa and the 
refusal of French armed forces to 
submit to the Axis will. 

All French naval and army 
forces were demobilized by Hitler’s 
order. The armistice of 1940 had 
allowed France an army of 80,000 
men. 

The order to enter Toulon was 
given by the Axis war leaders last 
night “to prevent the French fleet 
from putting to sea as planned 
and to demobilize unsure contin- 
gents of the French Army,” it said. 

Hitler’s Letter to Petain. 

“I am determined not to, in any 
case, give Europe over to chaos 
by allowing a free hand to these 
agitators,” Hitler wrote Petain, ap- 
parently meaning his opponents 
generally and the Fighting French 
and anti-Axis Vichy French espe- 
cially. 

“I sincerely hope it will be pos- 
sible to give back to France an 
army whose officers at least obey 
the chief of state. 

“I am convinced you took no 
part in any of these activities, but 
I am compelled to carry this war 
_through to the end.” 

Hitler accused Admiral Jean 
Varlan of having “once more be- 

ayed Germany and Italy.” 

With a frank avowal of the peril 
in which he stands from his ene- 
mies within Europe as well ag out- 
side, Hitler wrote to Vichy’s aged 
Marsha): 

“On Nov. 12, 1942, orders were 
given by French authorities to the 
defenses at Toulon not to fire in 
the event of an Anglo-American 
landing in this town. Existence of 
this order has been proved. 

“I have given orders that all 
naval and army units of French 
forces be immediately demobilized. 

“Marshal von Rundstedt will be 
in charge of all measures deemed 
necessary and will make all deci- 
sions in French territory.” 

Asserting that he had tried to 
improve relations between France 
and Germany, Hitler said “more 
than 700,000 of the 1,960,000 French 
war prisoners” had been released. 

Pledge Again Violated. 

The occupation of Toulon was 
the second time in 18 days that 
Hitler hag violated his pledged 
word to France. 

When he tore up the armistice 
of 1940 on Nov, 11 and Axis forces 
obliterated the former line of de- 
marcation between occupied and 
unoccupied France, Toulon specifi- 
cally was excepted. Berlin broad- 
casts later ascribed this to a ges- 
ture of generosity from Hitler him- 
self. 

Now he promises Petain that “I 
am irrevocably determined to help 
France to reconquer her colonies 
by all means in my power.”

Hitler’s letter to Petain went to

As is his custom, Hitler wrote 
in rambling fashion, repeating his 
familiar assertions that the war 
was forced upon him by interna- 
tional plots against the Germans 
and his familiar denunciations of 
the Jews.

“The German seizure of the fleet 
proves more clearly what a broken 
reed Petain was—he had always 
pretended that the fleet was under 
his control and that it never 
would be seized by the Germans,” 
a Fighting French source said, 

Bolt to Allies Possibly Planned. 

“It also proves that the majority 
of French naval officers wanted to 
join the Allied cause and some 
such action was pending when it 
was discovered. 

“It had been the intention of the 
French fleet to resist any German 
bid to take it over. This deter- 
mination was not affected by po- 
litical differences and Abrial has 
shared it.” 

Hitler’s assignment of all au- 
thority to Von Rundstedt left the 
Vichy Government more than ever 
an instrument of Berlin. Some 
British sources said they believed 
it meant that Von Rundstedt would 
assume the authority of Petain’s 
government but they predicted that 
“Laval, perhaps, will be left with 
a semblance of authority because 
he is too useful to lose and Hitler 
must leave him a éshadow of 
power.” 

Elimination of the fleet not only 
would remove the possibility of its 
use by the Axis but the scuttled 
hulks would make Toulon harbor 
virtually useless. If, on the other 
hand, some French ships still are 
afloat, any effort by the Germans 
to restore them to service would 
prove a laborious job, 

London sources observed that the 
scuttlings, together with Vichy’s

REPORT PETAIN

LONDON, Nov. “Nov. 27 (AP) —The 
Daily Mail in a Madrid dispatch 
today said Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain made a last-minute attempt 
to save the honor of the French 
Army on the eve of the German 
occupation of Vichy France but 
was foiled by Chief of Govern- 
ment Pierre Laval and Berlin au- 
thorities, who got wind of his 
plans. 

The newspaper's correspondent 
Harold Cardoza said Petain 
learned on Nov. 9, the day Laval 
went to see Hitler, that the oc- 
cupation was pending and decided 
to give officers an opportunity to 
make their own decisions. The 
next day an order bearing his 
name was circulated giving the 
officers “armistice leave.” 

“The Army took that as a sign 
that the occupation was imminent 
and hundreds of officers were pre- 
paring to take advantage of the 
order when it was suddenly can- 
celed,” the paper said, “Laval and 
Berlin got wind of the order and 
told Petain it must be counter- 
manded.” 

The dispatch said many officers 
attempting to flee were arrested 
by boys of 17 and 18, members of 
the Fascist youth movement.

Despite the aerial assistance of 
a very intense nature, the ground 
offensive under Australian com- 
mander Gen. Sir Thomas Blamey 
is making only slight progress 
across the muddy marshes sur- 
rounding Buna. 
(The Associated Press said offi- 
cial reports fromm the New Guinea 
front indicated little geographical 
change in battle picture in the last 
24 hours.) 

Fresh Jap Marines. 

The enemy has put ashore re- 
inforcements of strong and well 
equipped Marines, who have never 
known the lung-squéezing heights 
of the Papuan roof of the world. 
The Marines have been landed 
from Japanese warships of which a 
cruiser and four destroyers have 
been sunk by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s bombers since Nov. 19. — 
The Japanese Marines yesterday 
underwent attention from P-40 Kit- 
tyhawks, A-20 Havocs, B-25 Mitch- 
ells and Australian Beaufighters 
which got the most thorough pos- 
sible spread by flying formations 
over Buna, 

But it is now clear that the Jap- 
anese are in Buna to fight until 
they die. It was costly enough for 
Lieut. Gen. Tomatore Horii III to 
bring them there, and with the 
mounting tally of lost warships, it 
is certain that the Japanese Gen- 
eral would never dare to ask the 
navy to take them out again, espe- 
cially in view of the Japanese 
navy’s needs in the Solomons. 
These Marines came, according 
to the markings found on papers 
of their bodies; from Yokosuka, 
south of Yokohama, Yokosuka is 
one of the three main Japanese 
training bases for Marines, others 
being at Sasebo and Kuri.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP).—A

He wrote in today’s issue of Col- 
lier’s magazine that, at the end of 
this war, the sole food supply 
sources of consequence would be 
the Western Hemiisphere and Af- 
rica, with some supplement from 
Australia. 

Hoover asserted that a 30 per 
cent rise in America’s population 
since the last war, without a pro- 
portionate increase in the animal 
population, had contributed partly 
to the need for nationwide meat 
rationing, but predict@i that “un- 
der the present admirable stimula- 
tion of production and reduced 
consumption, our surpluses will in- 
crease.” 

He wrote:

Reds Tighten Holds on Railways. 


Hundreds of miles of rail lines, 
becoming more and more vital to 
the Germans as winter sweeps 
across the steppes, were under se- 
rious threat as Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko’s powerful offensive 
swept into new areas. 


The Russians tightened their 
grip on the two lines running 
southwestward and west out of 
Stalingrad, denying a _ stretch 
nearly 100 miles long to the invad- 
ers. Farther to the west, Red 
Army groups driving west from 
Chernyshevskaya were approach- 
ing a sector traversed by the 
Nazi-held Moscow-Rostov line, one 
of the most vital rail connections 
with the Caucasus. 


Thus the Russians were in posi- 
tion to gain control of a triangtlar 
network bounded on the north by 
Millerovo, on the south by Tikho- 
retsk and on the east by Stalin- 
grad. 


New Overnight Gains. 


Soviet troops extended their ad- 
vance during the night northwest 
of Stalingrad and wiped out 1000 
of the enemy and captured. much 
booty, the noon communique said. 
Sixty-six German tanks and 25 
planes were reported destroyed in 
another sector. 


To the southwest, further suc- 
cessful offensive operations were 
reported with 600 killed. 


Last night’s special and regular 
communiques gave no clear indi- 
cation of just how the various Red 
Army columns were moving in the 
open warfare precipitated by the 
Russian thrusts from the south 
and northwest of Stalingrad, and 
it was apparent that there were 
no clearly defined lines.

LONDON, Novi 27 (AP).

“In addition to the Italian air 
force we are engaging in the 
home and African waters more 
than half the German air.

Sinclair told the Foreigt 
Press Association that “the dis-. 
positions of the German high 
command” alréady are conform- 
ing to the will ‘of the Allies, 

“No longer is it we who ask 
ourselves anxiously what Hitler 
is going to do,” he said. “Hit- 
ler’s problem now is how to 
parry our strokes. 

“Twice within a month the 
German Army has been soundly 
beaten. In addition the Ger- 
man high command has been 
outwitted and out-maneuvered 
in North Africa.” : 


communique said: “It this sector 
they (Red Army soldiers) threw 
remaining enemy units on to the 


eastern banks of the. River Don.” 

This gave a picture of the Rus- 
sians headed eastward in an ad- 
vanced phase of a great circling 
movement aimed at pinning the 
besiegers into the 45-mile wide 
strip between the Don and the 
Volga and then driving them 
against the bayonets of the Stalin- 
grad garrison. 


The fluid state of the lines west 
and northwest of Stalingrad and 
the lack of strategic details in the 
communiques made it impossible 
to say how near the Russians were 
to completing this trap, but Rus- 
sian reports indicated that they 
not only had cut the Germans’ two 
rail lines into the city, but also 
had severed many, if not a large 
majority, of all the highway ave- 
nues of supply and escape. 


63,000 Prisoners Taken, 


The special communique said 
12,000 more prisoners were taken 
Thursday, making a total of 68,- 
000 reported captured since Nov. 
19. The midnight communique an- 


nounced 3500 more of the enemy 
were killed, and this figure and 
1600 more reported overnight in- 
creased the offensive’s death list 
of the foe to 53,100. On the nor- 
mally expected ratio of three 
wounded for each man killed, the 
probable 160,000 wounded would 
make Axis casualties total around 
275,000 for eight days. 


The high ratio of captured to 
killed apparently indicate the 
speed of the Soviet encirclement 
thrusts that by-pass strong points 
and surround field detachments. 
It also might mean weakening of 
Axis morale under the dual im- 
pact of fierce gunfire and shrivel- 
ing cold, Russian reports said. 


Recapitulating offensive gains, 
the special communique said the 
Russians had captured 1863 guns, 
3851 machine guns, 50,000 rifles, 
1820 tanks, both damaged and in 
working order; 9000 horses and 
108 supply dumps. 


Official reports again failed to 
say which of the many towns 
taken fell to the army which 
struck from the south and which 
were captured by the one from the 


northwest, but it appeared that the 
latter had made the most sweep- 
ing gains, apparently striking some 
115 miles south from below Klet- 
skaya to Surovikhino and then 
swinging eastward to drive the 
enemy back across the Don toward 
Stalingrad. 


Towns reported taken to the 
northwest included Krasnoye, 
Syelo and Generalov. Those in 
the Don bend included Kalachkin, 
Perepolny, Nizhny and Atapov, and 


ito the southwest Yagodney, Sky- 


larov, Gromoslavak and Darganov, 
as well as several other villages. 


‘The Soviet Information Bureau 
scoffed, meanwhile, at German 
boasts of terrifying “new weapons” 
described by Berlin as flame-throw- 
ing tanks capable of spouting a 
flame over a five-story building, 
and electrically operated machine 
guns capable of firing 3000 bullets 
a minute, 


Germany has no such weapons, 
this official announcement said, 
adding that the Nazis reported 
them in action only to divert atten- 
tion of the German home front 
from tremendous losses before 
Stalingrad,

and commanding the Board of 
Aldermen to pass the ordinance. 
The Board of Estimate and Ap- 


fportionment held a special meeting 


following the decision and instruct- 
ed the City Counselor to file an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. Al- 
bert Miller, Assistant City Coun- 
selor, said the appeal would be 
based on the ground the Court had 
no authority to order a law-making 
body to enact an ordinance, 

Judge Ruddy’s judgment was in 
the nature of a formality, since 
on Nov. 5 he overruled the city’s 
demurrer to the suit, which resist- 
ed the payment. 

Gentry and Gilmore were ap- 
pointed by Judge Rowe to assist 
the Circuit Attorney's office in 
prosecuting the contempt of court 
action against the Post-Dispatch. 
Later, however, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte declined to issue a warrant 
for payment of their fee, ordered 
by Judge Rowe, and the two law- 
yers sought a writ of mandamus. 
Their suit first was directed against 
the Comptroller but later was 
amended to include the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, the 
municipal fiscal body, and _ the 
Board of Aldermen.

HALF OF AUTOS EXCEED 
SPEED LIMIT BUT ONLY 
A LITTLE, SURVEY SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP). 


HE Public Roads Adminis- 

tration estimated last night 

that about half of all motor 
vehicles traveling rural high- 
ways exceed the national speed 
limit of 35 miles an hour. Its 
study showed, however, that 
the average speed of passenger 
cars on rural highways had 
been reduced to 37 miles an 
hour and that of trucks to 36 
miles an hour. Only one ve- 
hicle out of five went faster 
than 40 and few traveled 
above 465, 

The study indicated less 
speeding in the  gasoline- 
rationed East than in the rest 
of the country but noted that 
motorists always had been slow- 
er in the East. 

In a i1Sstate survey, 23 per 
cent of passenger cars in ra- 
tioned areas went faster than 
40 miles an hour against 31 per 
cent in unrationed ‘areas. 

“In norma) times, however, 
these percentages would be 68 
and 80,” the report said.

With no new rubber available, 
Jeffers testified, “we face the ab- 
solute necessity of the rationing 
program, which will enable us to 
continue essential driving through 
the fall of 1943 and spring of 1944.” 
Big “If” on Synthetic Rubber, 


Jeffers said the production of 
synthetic rubber was clouded by 
“ifs,” including a big “if” in regard 
to “the success of the processes 
and the size and continuity of out- 
put.” 

He added: 

“While all the experiments are 
good and the outlook is reasonably 
bright, I deem it plain common 
sense at a time like thig to err on 
the side of conservatism.” 

Jeffers testified that if all mo- 
torists would read the Baruch rub- 
ber report, “I don’t think any sort 
of pressure would change their 
minds” as to the necessity for 
rationing. 

His statement was echoed by 
Henderson, who asserted objections 
to the program in some localities 
indicated “propaganda work.” 

Jefférs told the committee that 
Eastman thought the county ag- 
ricultural agent in each county 
should make final determination of 
the gasoline needs of the farmers 
and stockmen in his locality. 


“The farmer is the most impor- 
tant individual in America in this 
war effort, not even excepting a 
member of the armed forces,” he 
continued. “Nothing will be done 
to interfere with his doing his 
job.” 

Jeffers promised Committee 
Chairman Truman (Dem.), Missou- 
ri, that he would make allowances 
for the West and Middle West, 
where he was aware that it was 
necessary to travel greater dis- 
tances for essential purposes than 
in the East. 

Petroleum Co-ordinator Harold 
L. Ickes told the committee that 
“unless luck turns on us,” the East 
coast will be provided 75 per cent 
of its customary usage of fuel oil. 

“We have maintained storage 
stocks of heating oil pretty well,” 
he testified. 

Turning to Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, Ickes remarked, 
“You are getting more than the 
other sections because your win- 
ters are longer and colder.” 

“Your figures don’t, keep wus 
warm,” Brewster said, smiling. 

Text of Order. 


The text of the President’s order, 
contained in identical letters to 
Jeffers and Henderson, follows: 

“Following submission of the 
Baruch rubber report to me in 
September, I asked that mileage 
rationing be extended throughout 
the nation. Certain printing and 
transportation problems made it 
necessary to delay the program 
until Dec, 1. 

“With every day that passes, our 
need for this rubber conservation 
measure grows more acute, It is 
the Army’s need and the Navy’s 
need. They must have rubber. We 
as civilians, must conserve our 
tires, 

“The Baruch committee said: 
‘We find the existing situation to 
be so dangerous that unless cor- 
rective measures are taken imme- 
diately, this country will face both 
a military and civilian collapse 
» « « In rubber we are a have- 


not nation.’ 


‘Since then the situation has be- 
come more acute, not less. Since 
then our military requirements for 
rubber have become greater, not 
smaller. Since then many tons of 
precious rubber have been lost 
through driving not essential to the 
war effort. We must keep every 
pound we can on our wheels to 
maintain our wartime transporta- 
tion system. 

“We must do everything within 
our power to see that the program 
starts Dec. 1, because victory must 
not be delayed through failure to 
support our fighting forces.” 

The effect of the President’s or- 
der was to reject pleas, mostly 
from members of Congress from 
oil-producing states, that nation- 
wide rationing was unnecessary. 
These members last week formed 
an unofficial 15-man committee 
which recommended a 90-day delay. 

Their clamor led to a resumption 
of hearings by a special subcom- 
mittee of the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee studying 
the overall gasoline and rubber 
situation.

JURY BY RUSSELL 


Judge Charges Him With 
‘Reprehensible Conduct 
to Sabotage Melendes 


Inquiry. 


Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell, 
following a new flare-up in open 
court of his feud with Acting Cir- 
cuit Attorney Henry G. Morris, 
summoned the grand jury to his 
court today and read a prepared 
statement declaring a complete 
lack of confidence in Morris be- 
cause of alleged “misconduct” in 
the operation of his office, and 
charging him with “reprehensible 
conduct to sabotage the Melendes 
investigation.” 

The jury was invited, in the 
statement, to feel free to call on 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Clyde 
Snider for any assistance it might 
need in its continuing inquiry into 
charges of police brutality, or to 
call on Judge Russell, but was 
admonished not to use Morris. 

Russell repeated his assertion 
that on Sunday, Oct. 18, five de- 
tectives were paraded before the 
grand jury by Morris in an effort 
to confuse a witness’ identification 
of the three detectives later in- 
dicted in the death of Edward 
Melendes, who died while in police 
custody as the result of beating. 
“It wasn’t a bit clever,” Judge 
Russell said. “It was stupid.” 

Morris was not in court when 
the statement was read to the 
jury. The summoning of the jury 
to hear it followed a bitter ex- 
change between Russell and Morris 
that arose in connection with a 
motion filed by the Circuit At- 
torney’s office to set aside a bond 
of $5000 signed by Nathaniel A. 
Sweet, Negro, as surety for James 
Rodgers, Negro, charged with hom- 
icide. | 

When Russell announced he was 
continuing the hearing for one 
week on his. own motion, Morris 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Clark Frazier, NeXro, strenuously 
protested, and an argument en- 
sued during which Morris declared 
he was simply advising the court 


' of its duties. 


“Thanks very much,” replied 
Russell sarcastically. “1 enjoy 
your calling my attention to my 
duties as if I don’t know them.” 

“No question about that,” put in 
Morris. 

“Right,” replied Russell. “The 
people .elected me twice on the 
assumption that I know my du- 
ties.” 

“It was an assumption,” said 
Morris, 

“Well, you never submitted your 
person to the people for public 
office, not at any time in your life,” 
Said Russell, 

“No, but I’ve had an honorable 

areer, and that is perhaps more 
han Your Honor can say,” Morris 

storted. 

Russell’s face reddened with 
anger. He leaped up, shook his 
forefinger at Morris and shouted: 

“Just where ig the dishonor in 
my career? Where is it? Where 
is it, you character assassin? That 
is just what you are! Where is it, 
I demand of you to say in the ptes- 
ence of this Court, say one thing 
about any dishonor in my career?” 

“You are questioning my——” be- 
gan Morris. 

“I am asking you,” interrupted 
Russell hoarsley, “to gtate to the 
members of the press and to the 
court wherein I have failed in any 
Single particular in my official 
work, You sit there with your 
hand across your mouth (Morris 
had sat down during the long ex- 
change), Answer me if you can. 
You can’t!” 

Then he added quickly: “Court 
is adjourned, 

Russel] stalked angrily to his 
chambers, where he announced to 
reporters that he would report the 
heated exchange to the Grievance 
Committees of the St. Louis Bar 
and Lawyers’ Associations and to 
the Mound City Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation, composed of Negro attor- 
neys. 

Sweet, on hearing of the flare- 
up over his qualifications as a bond 
signer, surrendered Rodgers in 
court and a new bond was signed 
by W. A. Morant, Negro, who list- 
ed his net worth at $60,000. This 
automatically brought to a close 
the motion of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office to set aside Sweet's 
bond,

At- 
tention has been fixed on the 
three and a half and two-ton high 
explosive bombs which the R. A. F. 
has been dropping on German 
cities. As our reconnaissance 
photographs show, the effect of 
these bombs is certainly very great. 
But the less spectacular incendiary 
bombs are probably of greater 
practical importance. 

Most important, the phase of 
the war and the position of Ger- 
many now are both quite differ- 
ent from the early stages and 
from the position of Britain in 
1940. Germany is being subjected 
to the most violent strain by the 
Russian campaign. She has trans- 
ferred an astonishing proportion 
of her productive resources to war 
purposes. She is really short of 
food, clothing, furniture, and other 
consumers’ goods with which to 
rehabilitate bombed-out families. 
She has no pool of labor from 
which to draw for bomb-damage 
repairs without taking men off 
war production. 

This, then, is the comparison 
which enables the authorities in 
Britain to be confident that they 
have the opportunity of inflicting 
far more important damage upon 
Germany than she was able to 
inflict upon us. 


Burden of Defenses. 

I am not saying that is an easy 
job. The German defenses are 
formidable and ever-growing. On 
the other hand, the very necessity 
to build up this immense German 
defense system is in itself a heavy 
burden on the enemy. No less 
than one and a half million Ger- 
mans are engaged on full-time de- 
fense work, working and servicing

‘THE URGENT NECESSITY OF A 
SECOND FRONT IN 1942’ 


HERE has been much confused 

talk about a “united command,” 

as if the Russian Generals 
could have been very helpful in 
planning the amphibian campaign 
against North Africa and the des- 
ert war in Egypt, or as if our own 
general staff could have been very 
helpful for the Russian defense of 
Stalingrad, 

What we really needed was not 
a “united command,” but a unified 
strategy. And that we are now 
seeing brilliantly expressed, ex- 
pressed with the most exquisite 
timing. Everyone is fulfilling his 
“obligations, fully, and on time,” in 
the western theater of the war, 
and although our military leaders 
have warned us against over-opti- 
mism, it is impossible to find any 
cause for pessimism. 


* * @ 
Furthermore, it must be appar- 
ent to the German high command 
that no nation has bragged beyond 
its powers. Gen. Montgomery, in 
Egypt, has done what he said he 
would do. The Americans, who 
have kept their own counsel, have 
done what they were not expected 
to do; and the Russians are dem- 
onstrating that Stalin’s statement 
of some weeks ago, that the Red 
Army is still equal to any land 
force on this earth, was accurate. 


+ * * 

It is also clear that in calling 
for a second front the Russians 
were not asking to be relieved of 
any share of the task of defeating 
Hitler. They were asking to have 
a situation created in which the 
defeat of Hitler by common action 
is certain. 


* * * 

Plans Veiled by Talk. 
GAINST the agitation for a 
second front it was argued 

that by publicizing it the ele- 

ment of surprise would be elim- 
inated. For creating the element 
of surprise there are two possibili- 
ties—to be absolutely silent, or to 
talk too much. Actually, the im- 


mense amount of talk created such 
a confusion that the Montgomery 
campaign, the Eisenhower cam- 
paign, and the Timoshenko offen- 
sive all came as complete surprises. 
For Hitler became cross-eyed try- 
ing to imagine where the next 
blow might fall. 


* * ® 

The Russian front still remains 
the main front of the war. For 
on this front the overwhelming 
bulk of Hitler’s armies are tied 
up. And, as the Anglo-American 
forces have fulfilled their obliga- 
tions to create a substantial di- 
version, the Russians have prompt- 
ly responded. The battle before 
Stalingrad is perhaps the decisive 
battle of the war in Russia. It 
is more important than the battle 
before Moscow a year ago, and 
it has been more brilliantly ex- 
ecuted. 

In the first three to four days 
of this battle, the German losses 
were exceptionally heavy. They 
occurred at a moment when the 
matter of reserves was of pri- 
mary importance to Germany. As 
far as we can see now, two Ger- 
man armies are defeated. 

For the first time in the history 
of the Russian armies, they have 
been able to carry out a rapid 
maneuver in a small area, on the 
pattern of the classic German 
strategy, comparable to the Battle 
of Tannenberg in the last war, and 
of Sedan in this. This differs from 
the Battle of Moscow a year 
ago, which was on a wide front, 
without concentration and with- 
out encirclement.

We looked in at a “Deutsches 
soldatenkino” — German soldiers’ 
movie, It was dark and gloomy 
inside, Beside the door was a sign 
in German, “shut the door,” and 
on one of the walis of the theater 
was inscribed, “Ein Volk, ein Reich, 
ein’ Fuehrer,” (one people, one 
state, one leader) and “Due Popoli, 
una guerra” (two peoples, one 
war). 

We stumbled over the usual piles 
of rubble and junk to be found in 
bombed places that have been 
evacuated and went back into the 
street. There is always so much 
junk, so many papers littering the 
streets that one develops the habit 
of walking around with his head 
down ta watch his step. And that 
is how we found further evidence 
that all is not dead in Bengasi. 
It was a small turtle trying to 
crawl over the fragments of a 
house, We picked it up gingerly— 
one has to be wary of booby traps 
—and carried it to the nearby 
square where there is a bit of 
greenery. 

We trust that in future decades 
this turtle will attribute its longev- 
ity to its tough shell which with- 
stood the bombings of American 
B-24s and Royal Air Force bomb- 
ers and to the thoughtfulness of

72,000 Nazis 
HNov in Tunisia, 
Stimson says 


Reports Major Ger- 
man Reverse in 
Russia Is Indi- 
cated. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP). 

EVIEWING Allied offensives 
Reo fronts around the world, 

Secretary of War Stimson to- 
day said the Russian counterattack 
against German siege forces was 
“particularly remarkable,” with ev- 
ery indication that the Germans 
had suffered a major reverse. 

In North Africa, Stimson told his 
press conference, British-American 
and French forces in Tunisia were 
gathering their strength for a final 
smash at strongly held Axis po- 
sitions, while Field Marshal Rom- 
mel’s fleeing Africa Corps was ex- 
pected to make a determined stand 
at El Agheila in Libya. 

The Australian and American 
troops under Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur have “cornered” a consid- 
erable number of Japanese in «4 
pocket on the northern coast of 
New Guinea, Stimson said, and the 
feat of MacArthur’s troops in fight- 
ing their war through the dense 
jungles was “one of the outstand- 
ing operations of the war.” 

Stimson said that the Germans 
were believed to have between 12,- 
000 and 15,000 troops occupying a 
strip 30 to 35 miles along the Gulf 
of Tunis, including the cities of 
Bizerte, Tunis, Sfax and Gabes, all 
of which have excellent airports. 

The Axis appeared to have 
brought in about one division of 
troops by air from France, Italy 
and Sicily, and some Italian troops 
also arrived from Tripoli, while a 
relatively small number of Italians 
were brought in by destroyers, he 
said, 

The mountainous terrain of Tu- 
nisia, he commented, is favorable 
for defense, but the Allied com- 
mand is now building up an as- 
sault force.

SOLDIERS MAY NOW ALLOT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
today that it would permit sol- 
diers to allot a larger amount of 
their pay for dependents, for life 
insurance payments and for sav- 
ings accounts. This is to accom- 
modate “personnel in the field who 
have home demands on their pay 
in excess of the amounts which 
heretofore could be allotted, or 
who find themselves in possessign 
of more pay than is necessary at 
their present stations.” 

Officers, warrant officers and 
Army nurses now may authorize 
monthly allotments to an amount 
not exceeding their combined base 
and longevity pay, increased pay 
for overseas service, rental and 
subsistence allowances. Previously 
only base and longevity pay and 
subsistence allowance could be al- 
lotted. 

Enlisted men, who previously 
could allot only an amount equal 
to their monthly base and long- 
evity pay, may now allot also their 
overseas pay and the rental allow- 
ance for their dependents, pro- 
viding that at least. $10 a month 
shall be available for direct pay- 
ment to the soldier to meet his 
personal needs.

For the first time, Hitler is the 
object of united Allied initiative. 
It is a two-front strategy taking 
him in a pincer, with further 
moves in other areas—for instance 
from the British Isles—unpredicta- 
ble.

What, under all these circum- 
stances, can Hitler do? 

Hypothetically, he might try to 
take back the initiative and re- 
establish the communication lines 
with his almost encircled armies 
before Stalingrad. But that is hard- 
ly possible because the surprise 
was too great and the losses too 
high. More probable is that he 
will follow-a second strategy, with- 
drawing and improvising a new 
line of defense. But then, the 
question. is: What about the Ger- 
man armies in the Caucasus, 
which will be bagged and enor- 
mously endangered? If he with- 
draws the Caucasian army, too, he 
admits the loss of the Caucasian 
campaign, If he maintains thé 
fronts, he risks losing whole ar- 
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the guns, searchlights, night fight- 
er squadrons, air communications, 
engaged in fire fighting and all 
the other indispensable tasks of 
passive defense without which 
their cities would be burned to the 
ground. 

Two other popular misconcep- 
tions as to the possibilities of a 
bombing offensive should be men- 
tioned. It is sometimes suggested 
that even if we succeeded in de- 
stroying all the cities in Northern 
and Western Germany, the Ger- 
man war effort would be unim- 
paired, because their factories have 
been moved to the Southeast. This 
ig an error of scale, Of course, Ger- 
many hag developed all the facto- 
ries she can in Silesia, Saxony, 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia and all 
those regions which are less vul- 
nerable to air attack. But in order 
to wage war on the present scale, 
she must have the output of all 
these new factories and of those 
in the Ruhr, the Hamburg area 
and the Rhineland. At least 50 
per cent of the German productive 
capacity lies in this vulnerable 
area. The United Nations would 
not have nfuch difficulty in crush- 
ing a Germany which had lost 50 
per cent of her productive capac- 
ity. 

The second error is also one of 
scale. It is sometimes thought, 
particularly in America, that Great 
Britain is simply not a large 
enough island to contain all the 
airdromes necessary for the gigan- 
tic bombing force which is to be 
dispatched to Germany. But after 
all, it is more than 600 miles from 
John O’ Groat’s to Land's End. 
You can pack a lot of airdromes 
into that space. 

Nor is there the slightest diffi- 
culty. about finding suitable sites 
for all the airdromes which are 
needed, although the labor involved 
in constructing’ them, and to some 
extent the agricultural losses in- 
volved, are serious factors.

At least 50 soldiers were arrested 
and taken to the city jail. Several 
civilians, including two Negro girls, 
were jailed. 

A Negro soldier killed has not 
been identified. The other man 
killed was Robert Riley, 44 years 
old, Negro civilian. His body was 
found at the wheel of a car, a bul- 
let wound in his head. 

Most seriously wounded was 
Lieut. August J, Essman, 39, of a 
white military police detail. He 
was shot in the abdomen. 

The other wounded were two 
white military policemen, two city 
patrolmen, two Negro military po- 
licemen, four Negro soldiers and 
a girl. 

Col, Fred Ellis, commander of 
the troops, said a board of officers 
was investigating. 

More than 300 Negro soldiers 
from a detachment statioried in 
Papago Park were involved in the 
riot. 

Capt, Fred H. Stevens, comman- 
der of a military police company, 
said an inquiry was in progress 
to determine how guns and ammvu- 
nition were removed from the 
camp. Eight rifles and a large 
amount of ammunition were picked 
up in the fighting area. 

Hundreds of rounds were fired 
as military and civilian police ad-

The microscope was described 

by Dr. Viadimir K. Zworykin, as- 
sociate director of the RCA lab- 
oratories, which developed both the 
new lightweight model—only 16 
inches long—and the seven-foot 
electronic microscope which has

Zworykin told the conference 
that the portable device may dis- 
close mysteries of biology, physics 
and chemistry that have been be- 
yond the reach of the ordinary 
light microscope. 
He pointed out that the 
microscope has a magnifying pow- 
er of only 2000, the finest detail 
resolvable by it being approximate- 
ly a hundred-thousandth of an 
inch, as compared with a ten-mil- 
lionth of an inch for the electron 
microscope.

Mayor, Supply Commissioner 
May Seek Conference 
With Distributors. 


Distributors failed today to offer 
bids to the city to supply milk 
during the December-February 
quarterly period for 10 municipal 
institutions because of the impend- 
ing milk shortage in this area, 

Supply Commissioner William R. 
Orthwein told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter the unexpected development 
placed the city in a critical situa- 
tion. The 10 institutions, including 
the hospitals, require a total of 
1200 gallons of milk daily. _Orth- 
wein said he would confer late to- 
day with Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er regarding an immediate confer- 
ence with distributors, producers, 
the Health Division and represent- 
atives of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. 

Orthweih said the reluctance of 
the distributors to offer bids was 
partly because of the relatively low 
ceiling price range established for 
city milk purchases by the OPA. 
The range was set at 32 to 38 cents 
a gallon, wholesale prices paid by 
the city last March. However, he 
explained, the OPA later declared 
the city a retail purchaser, but 
did not readjust the ceiling levels. 
Present contracts expire next 
Monday, he said, and unless some 
adjustment is made by then, milk 
for the institutions will have to be 
obtained on a day-to-day basis. 
The institutions and their daily 
milk requirements are: Sanitarium,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Stephen Early, White House press 
secretary, was asked today about 
reports that the man-power situa- 
tion would be solved in a way 
which would involve changes in 
President Roosevelt's Cabinet.

One authority who spoke of the 
possible changes, who cannot be 
quoted, said he understood Judge 
Rosenman was preparing an exec- 
utive order which would make man 
power control a Labor Department 
function.

U. S. AND BRITISH PILOTS SAID 
TO PREFER MUSTANG FIGHTER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Maj. Thomas Hitchcock said yes- 
terday that in the opinion of Amer- 


ican and British flyers the United 
States P-51 fighter, known to the 
British as the Mustang, would be 
the best fighter plane for 1943. 
Hitchcock, famous polo player, 
has been in England for seven 
months as assistant military at- 
tache for air and has made a 
study of fighter planes now in 
service or in the blueprint stage.

Speed Deciding Factor in Most 
Guadalcanal Battles, 
Marine Says. 


Speed means victory in most of 
the aerial fights over Guadalcanal, 
Corp. Florance J. Barrett, mechanic 
in the Marine Corps Air Squadron, 
who has just returned from two 
months’ service on that embattled 


Pacific island, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today at the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs, F. P. Bar- 
rett, 2519 Semple avenue. 

“When American fighter planes 
get over Guadalcanal first, the Japs 
never get a chance to drop their 
bombs on American positions,” 
Corp. Barrett said. “They are shot 
down or chased away. But if the 
Japs get there first, then it’s time 
for ground crews and intantrymen 
to run for air raid shelters and fox 
holes, 

“At first ‘our men were curious 
to see what happens when a bomb 
explodes, but after one look they 
became quite careful. Shelters and 
fox holes give adequate protection, 
unless a bomb scores a direct hit. 
“The Japs have a routine sched- 
ule of bombing by day and shelling 
by artillery at night. They made 
it rather hot for us some nights.” 
Corp. Barrett enlisted Oct. 15, 
1941, and shortly thereafter went 
into active service in the Pacific. 
He is home on 30 days’ furlough. 
Born in St. Louis 23 years ago, he 
attended public schools and was 
graduated from Ben Blewett High 
School in 1937. For four years 
thereafter he worked for the Ren- 
ard Linoleum and Rug Co. 

His brother, Francis, 25, joined 
the Army in September. Another 
brother, Delaney, 14, and his sister, 
Ella Rose, 20, listened intently 
while Barrett related his experi- 
ences. He remarked: “It would 
cost a small fortune to do as much 
traveling as a civilian as I have 
done as a Marine.”

cey.” The town of Darcey was 
rather easily identified as Mober- 
ly, where Mrs. John Gasparotti 
(Elizabeth Seifert) lives. 

When Mrs. Gasparotti came to 
Moberly she lived on the other 
side of the tracks. Over there she 
found herself in, social oblivion. 
Not that she cared much, for she 
was not an especially sociable per- 
son. Bue she noticed it. She re- 
members that during the first 
eight months she lived there no- 
body called on her. Well, that 


was all right. She had come from — 


the big city where people, as a 
rule, didn’t call on their neighbors. 
Only she had supposed that in a 
small town it was different. 

Whether Moberly, with its 12,920 
population at the time of the last 
census, is a small town depends 
somewhat on the point of view. 
It is called a railroad town. The 
Wabash used to have big shops 
here (they are not so large now) 
which gave it an industrial aspect, 
especially on the other side of the 
tracks. Mrs. Gasparotti’s husband, 
as a refrigeration engineer, was 
identified with industry. A good 
many other Moberly men were 
identified with industry in that 
way but they lived on the right 
side of the tracks, 


Mrs. Gasparotti always wanted 
to be a doctor. She did take 
courses in anatomy, physiology 
and medical dietetics. It suited 
her, after she came to Moberly, 
to attach herself to the staff of 
Woodland. Hospital. ,For seven 
years she divided her interest be- 
tween the hospital and her home 
and family. She was not “in socie- 
ty.” She had no wish to be. 

Then, in the spring of 1938, Mo- 


‘berly woke up one morning to find 


that it had a new celebrity in its 
midst, a woman who had won a 
$10,000 prize with her first novel. 
Dodd, Mead & Co. and the Red 
Book had offered the prize for the 
best first novel of the year and 
the judges, after examining a few 
hundred manuscripts, had decided 
that one titled “Young Dr. Gala- 
had,” by Elizabeth Seifert, was the 
best. 


Elizabeth, it was quickly made 
known, was ane Mrs. John Gaspa- 
rotti. Moberly feminine clubdom 
and society, not unwilling to share 
in the glory and attain a new 
literary level, made inquiries. Who 
was this Mrs. Gasparotti? There 
was no immediate reply. It seemed 
that she wasn’t known among the 
right people. When it was learned 
that she came from across the 
tracks there was some dismay, But, 
after all, she was a celebrity. 

It happened that the club women 
were going to have a district meet- 
ing over at Centralia. Moberly 
honored Mrs. Gasparotti and itself 
by having her invited to speak. 
Mrs. Gasparotti, 
right woman and perhaps wanting 
to put the ladies at their ease in 
the presence of a celebrity, told 
them that she came from the 
other side Of the tracks and hadn’t 
mingled much with “so-called s0-

ciety” on. the right side. And were 
the Moberly women’s faces red? 
They were almost sorry that Mrs. 
Gasparotti had been invited to 
speak, 

By that time’ Moberly had begun 


to discover that the town of Dar- 


cey in “Young Dr. Galahad” was 
not a mythical town, but Moberly 
in disguise, and very poorly dis- 
guised at that. Anybody who had 
been around at all could recognize 
it. And much of what Mrs. Gas- 
parotti wrote about it and had 
her characters say about it was 
not complimentary. 


An outspoken person in the book 
was Dr. Tom Flannery, Dr. Gor- 
don’s top assistant at the hospital 
where Dr. Tony McNeill, “Sir Gala- 
had,” worked. Dr. Flannery speak- 
ing: “Darcey is a good place to 
accumulate clinical data. But 
scarcely a health resort for the 
body or the mind. Or the soul.... 
Tight? Not any more so that I 
find necessary, or at least pleas- 
ant, as a prophylactic measure 
against a too-active appreciation 
of the limitations of Darcey... . 
The trouble with Darcey is that it 
hasn’t made up its mind whether 
to live or die.” 


Mrs. Tom Flannery, more sober- 
ly, undertook to elucidate the social 
structure of Darcey: “Well, it’s 
arbitrary—just like their moral 
code. Naturally, you just do what 
Darcey considers conventional, So- 
cially, you must be invited to bridge 
parties. You must have velvet over- 
stuffed furniture in your living 
room and a picture of the Lone 
Wolf over the divan.” 


When it came to speaking out, 
Tom Flannery didn’t have any- 
thing on Marietta Doyle. Marietta 
was in Moberly society but she 


was, well, a trifle unpredictable. 
In her own sweet way she didn’t 
give a damn, Her dad, Mike Doyle, 
was a section hand once, she con- 
fided to Young Dr. Galahad, who 
had begun to take a shine to her, 
“and Darcey never forgets. It’s 
not a nice town. If I didn’t hate 
it so I suppose I: might be a little 
nicer myself. ... I’ve got a mean 
streak in me, of course. Nobody 
could be born and brought up in 
Darcey without being a little 
mean,”

T was perhaps not to be won- 
| dered at that Moberly was not 

pleased, It was the general opin- 
ion that the Chamber of Com- 
merce should do something about 
it. But that wasn’t the worst. The 
book was packed with characters 
who could be identified as Mo- 
berly people. At least, those who 
had read the book said so. Cur- 
jously almost without exception, 
they did not identify themselves, 
or if they did they refrained from 
mentioning it, a reticence that 
could be understood, but they 
picked out their neighbors and 
were indignant or delighted ac- 
cording to how they felt toward 
these neighbors. It amounted to 
nothing that Mrs. Gasparotti pro- 
tested that the characters in her 
book were fictitious and that any 
similarity to real people was pure- 
ly coincidental. 


It added up to a general con- 
sensus of opinion that having a 
literary celebrity in their midst 
was not what it was cracked up 
to be. Moberly, to a considerable 
extent, gave Mrs. Gasparotti its 
collective elevated eyebrow and 
cold shoulder. But did Mrs. Gas- 
parotti feel bad? She did not. She

LTHOUGH oysters are s0 
widely distributed nowadays 
that they are no longer a nov- 
elty even in the heart of the mid- 
west, they are still something of a 
luxury item—enough so that it’s 
nice to Rnow how to make a few 


oysters do the work of many. Take 
oyster stew, for example. You can 
make half a pint of nice fat oys- 
ters serve four people generously 
in stew, if you add potatoes and 
call it oyster chowder. The pota- 
toes give richness to the stew and 
absorb the oyster flavor. Cutting 
the oysters into several pieces 
helps make them go around better, 
too, and gives more flavor to the 
chowder.

Oyster Chowder. 


Four medium-sized potatoes (one 
and one-fourth pounds); one cup 
water; two cups milk; one-fourth 
cup butter; three-fourths teaspoon 
salt; one teaspoon seasoned salt; 
one-half teaspoon onion juice; one- 
half pint oysters (one cup); 
chopped parsley. 

Peel and slice potatoes; add 
water and simmer seven or eight 
minutes, or until potatoes are done. 
Mash and add milk, butter and 
seasonings. Meanwhile pick over 
oysters to remove any bits of shell. 
Cut the muscle away from the soft 
part, leaving the soft part whole, 
and shred the muscle into several 
pieces. Heat the oysters in: their 
own liquor until they just curl. 
Remove potato mixture from heat, 
add the hot oysters, and stir to 
blend; then serve immediately, 
with chopped parsley 
over the top of each bowlful. Four 
servings.

As Connie Cronin, a nurse, puts 
it: “We are situated in what is 
claimed to be a typical small town. 
Now, why wouldn’t there be wire- 
pulling and hairpulling in a setup 
like that? Not to mention a little 
mudslinging and innuendo.” 

Peter Mason, the ‘surgeon in 
charge, speaks about “our rustic 
Jife.” He tells a meddling dele- 
"gation that they are “like a flock 
of curious, snooping biddies,” and 
tells them off, one by one, out of 
his hospital-gained knowledge of 
their frailties. It’s anybody’s guess 
who they might be in real life. 
Book readers of Moberly are try- 
ing to hang labels on them and, 
at last accounts, were, in their own 
estimation, succeeding fairly well. 
Mrs. Gasparotti’s answer is that 
people like that are to be found 
everywhere. 

Mrs. Gasparotti lives now in a 
pleasant home on a quiet street on

across. On the rare occasions 
when she chooses to entertain she 
has no difficulty in filling her 
house but, as she says she can 
count her intimates on the fingers 
of one hand. Her home, her hus- 
band, whose health has become im- 
paired, her four children and her 
work make up her world. 

She ig matronly and demure and 
her voice is soft, though her speech 
is sometimes sharp. She is almost 
mousy in repose, not at all like 
the mouse’s traditional enemy as 
some Moberly people see her, but

“I like Moberly people and I 
want them to like me, but I don’t 
like Moberly—not all of it at any 
rate. It’s a railroad town and a 
railroad town doesn’t take you in. 
I was here eight months before 
anybody called on me. I could 
like it better if it would let me 
but it won’t. I don’t feel that I 
am better than anybody else, but 
I don’t like prying and curious 
persons. On the other hand Mo- 
berly people resent my desire to 
keep my affairs to, myself. Per- 
haps I don’t behave like an au- 
thor. I doubt whether the people 
here know how an author should 
behave. 

“Authors fall into two classes, 
those who feel themselves dedicat- 
ed to the public in a noble call- 
ing, and those who regard them- 
selves, as I do, as engaged in a 
craft or trade or profession. I choose 
to live as a normal householder 
and mother, with work to do. 
Perhaps I do not conform to the 
Moberly pattern of an author. One 
who lives and works outside the 
traditional pattern ust expect 
resentment. I know I am not the 
greatest author in the world but 
I am not ashamed of my work.”

They get in the house~or 
apartment in groups of mixed ages 
and sexes and plenty of things 
happen. It is the responsibility of 
the parents, together with the 
school authorities and - industrial 
plants, to see that the children of 
such an age are not given license 
which is beyond their powers of 
restraint to deal with. 


I feel that all manufacturing 
plants which employ women work- 
ers have the obligation of furnish- 
ing nurseries for both day and 
night shifts presided over by a re- 
sponsible attendant. Certainly the 
women war workers can have a 
reasonable right to expect that 
their children will be fed and 
watched over and attended while 
they are doing war work for their 
country.

much as we did. We were proud of John Winant in London. 
Winant wasted no time in fixing me up. He called Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, Secretary for Air, and told him it was imperative that I 
get away on the first ferry plane leaving. But Sir Archibald had bad 
news. There was only one airplane now ferrying pilots. The weather 
was very bad. That one plane was being held up in Canada and 


wasn’t due for several days. 
in Scotland, 

However, there was a fast boat 
Jeaving Christmas night. How 
about that? I felt sick at not be- 
ing able to make New York by 
Christmas because, unless you're at 
home, Christmas is only another 
Dec, 25.. But there was nothing to 
be done about it. 

Meanwhile Low arrived. We both 
looked toward Christmas day with 
horror. Then Ambassador An- 
thony Biddle phoned. . 

“Of course, you and Bob rre hav- 
ing dinner with Margaret and me,” 
he said. “And that room at our 
place is still. reserved for you. You 
haven’t used it for months.” 

Tony Biddle was like that. He 
and Mrs. Biddle were the patron 
saints of the correspondents in 
London. For Christmas dinner 
which they held at noon because 
Low and I had to be in Cardiff 
to catch the boat that night, they 
invited every American waif in 
London. 

Helen Kirkpatrick of the Chicago 
Daily News and St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, Kathleen Harriman 
of I. N. S. Bob Low, Ed Beattie, 
Ned Russell of U. P., Joe Evans of 
the Herald Tribune, John Winant 
and I were the lonely ones they 
took in. It was quite impossible 
to feel homesick. The Biddles had 
a Christmas tree for us. They had 
presents for us. 


Everything we had wa. Ameri- 
can. We had turkey and cranberry 
sauce and plum pudding, and we 
had snappers and paper hats, and 
we had a hell of a time. Before 
we knew it we were on a train 
headed for Cardiff. People don’t 
travel much on Christmas day in 
England. We had the train to our- 
selves. It was a dreary, four-hour 
trip. There were no porters at 
Cardiff. In Wales people go around 
singing on Christmas night; they 
have no time to cart trunks, 


Low and I just left our bags and 
typewriters on the platform and 
walked to our hotel. Walking 
eight ._ blocks through a strange 
blacked-out city is not much fun. 
We arrived at the hotel to be 
greeted with a message that the 


' boat would not be leaving for an- 


other 24 hours. 


The next day there was more 
bad news at the shipping office. 
The “fast” boat would take at least 
14 days. Low balked at that. He 
phoned our friend, Commander 
Kenderdein at the Admiralty to see 


Then it would have to be overhauled 


if there was any warship going to- 
ward New York on which we could 
hitch hike. 

There was a destroyer leaving 
within 10 days. Low and I could 
go along if we wished. Low wished. 
I hated the thought of going back 
to London, unpacking and then 
hanging around for that long. Be- 
sides, if I took the freighter, I'd 
have a good rest and maybe I 
could write a book. Low went 
back to London. I got on the little 
Lochkatrine. 

The next morning we went from 
Cardiff to another port in Wales 
to pick up part of our convoy;

I looked 
forward to the trip. I was tired 
of fast traveling; tired of picking 
myself up off the floors; tired of 
looking for news and arguing with 
censors and I was homesick, too.

VEN foreign correspondents 
EF get homesick. Yes, it would be 

a quiet, restful trip, and maybe 
I would write a book. The trip 
promised to be a pleasant escape 
from the war. 

But I had forgotten the fury of 
the. North Atlantic and I'd forgot- 
ten that the ocean now was a bat- 
tlefront, too. For 23 days our 
small freighter had to fight the 
North Atlantic at its worst. Our 
convoy. of 50 ships was blown all 
over the ocean by a hurricane. We 
were on our own most of the voy- 
age, now and then getting heart- 
breaking SOS’s from ships which 
had started out with us and which 
we were powerless to help. 

The horrible weather didn’t both- 
er the German submarines. It was 
easy enough for them to get close 
unobserved, discharge their gyro- 
scopic-controlled torpedoes and 
then scurry far below the range 
of depth charges. Ships were sunk 
within 100 miles of us; but worse 
than the submarine hazard was 
the weather which so horribly bat- 
tered our little ship. 

There was no escape from the 
war on the North Atlantic. Every 
one had to fight every knot of the 
way, every ship, every man. Every 
one, even the weather had to be 
in it. I thought of that when I 
was on deck last night clinging 
desperately to an iron stanchion. 
The old Lochkatrine was groaning
